Citrus Groves 


Insurance against frost damage 
in citrus will be available this 
year through the Growers Insur- 
ance Exchange, an organization 
of growers and insurance company 
representatives, with Roy R. Mc- 
Lain, Visalia, a member of the 
governing board. 

Concerning the company, it is 
stated, ‘‘Purpose of this new in- 
surance is to provide protection 
against the cost of production 
where the failure of receipts to 
Meet that cost is due to frost or 
freeze conditions.’ 

Amount of insurance for each 
grower will be the average county 
cost of production as determined 
by the California Citrus league, to 
which may be added as much as 
10 per cent to cover higher cost 
of operation. Basic. premium rate 
is five per cent, subject to revi- 
sion upward or downward.

ARIVAT BARLEY HAS BEST SHOWING 
IN WOODVILLE DISTRICT TESTS 


Arivat barley, a relatively new 
variety in California, this year 
showed best in tests-on ‘rrigated, 
sandy loam soil in the Woodville 
district, according to Farm Advi- 
sor Ralph L. Worrell. 

Second in production was 
Vaughn barley while Atlas rank- 
ed third. Trailing these varieties 
were Rojo, California Mariout 
and Club Mariout. 

In commenting on Arivat, Mr. 
Worrell says, “It is excellent for 
livestock feeding purposes, while 
tests in Tulare Co. has shown it to 
be suited to’ most soil types. It 
has shown itself to be more resis- 
tant to alkali than most other 
| barley varieties.” 

A second test was run this year 
on dry-farm land at Ducor, how- 
ever of light rainfall, none 
of the varieties produced normal 
growth. Under adverse conditions 
resulting from lack of water, Cali- 
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fornia Mariout, sometimes called 
Blue barley, proved to be the best. 

Certified seed. for Arivat barley 
can be obtained through the Tu- 
lare County Certified Seed Grow- 
ers association, Rt. 1, Box 310, 
Strathmore.

USE OF ARTICIFIAL LIGHT 
TO INCREASE EGG PRODUCTION 
RECOMMENDED BY FARM ADVISOR 


By W. F. ROONEY 

. Farm Advisor 

The proper use of artificial 
light on laying birds in the fall 
and winter period is a profitable 
practice. With the assistance of 
lights more eggs are obtained in 
the high egg price period from 
Septembex to December. Cost study 
figures show that. the more. pro- 
fitable producer markets more of 
his eggs during this period. Arti- 
ficial lighting has little or no ef- 
fect on the total number of eggs 
laid, but changes the time of year 
when peak production is reached. 

Thirteen to 14 hours of light 
per day is considefed sufficient 
to give this seasonal increase in 
egg production. Light is also use- 
ful in bringing slow maturing 
pullets into lay, in keeping early 
hatched in production, and in 
shortening the time required for 
molt. Lights are used from Octo- 
ber through March to supplement 
the amount of natural light avail- 
able. They may also be used to 
maintain egg production during 
long periods of rain or fog. 

With a 13 to 14 hour day, light 
the entire pen with a least a mea- 
sure of light described as one 
foot candle. This would be. pro- 
vided by a 100 watt lamp at a 


height of 7 to 8 feet from the 
floor for a 20 x 20 pen or a 40 
watt lamp with reflector for every 


200 square feet of floor space. 
When varying the length of day 
for the birds, make gradual 
changes, so as not to disturb egg 
production. When using ail night 
lights about half as much illumin- 
ation is provided. This system of 
all night lighting does not pro-

EID Votes On 
Bureau Contract 
September 29 


Registered voters of the Exeter 
Irrigation district will vote Sept. 
29 to accept or reject the district’s 
contract with the United States 
bureau of reclamation. 

The contract provides for bring- 
ing a maximum’ of 29,000 acre 
feet of CVP water a year into 
the district, and for the bureau 
construction of a $2,320,000 dis- 
tribution system which will allow 
water to be transported directly 
to every parcel of land 20 acres 
or more in size within the district. 
The two million dollar plus debt 
will be paid off to the United 
States without interest in semi- 
annual payments over a period 
of 40 years following the comple- 
tion of the system.

in the EID, of which 10,753 acres 
are not under irrigation while 
2,987 are not irrigated now but 
will probably be taken care of 
by Friant-Kern water, it is stated. 


Good Beef Results 
Off Feed Lot 
Production 


Some advantages of the rela- 
tively new way of producing good 


beef by finishing weaner claves ' 


in feed lots are cited by Bob An- 


derson, Tulare county farm ad- 
visor. 
First, the capital outlay for 


weaner calves is not as great per 
head than with two year old ani- 
mals. Second, the cost of a pound 
gain can be as cheap or cheaper 
if the calves are fed right. Third, 
while the calves are getting fat 
they are also growing, thus, tak- 
ing advantage of cheap growth 
gains. 

The Tulare county farm ad- 
visor’s office has available, free 
of charge, copies of the report on 
a feed test run at Ben Overland’s 
feed yard, Hanford, where weaner 
heifer calves gained over two 
pounds a day for the entire test 
period of 94 days. 


DEFOLIATION 


Many cotton farmers in Tulare 
county have accepted the practice 
of defoliating their plants in or- 
der to more efficiently pick the 
crop. The Agricultural Extension 
service of the University of Cali- 
fornia advises that this is gener- 
ally considered a recommended 
practice in the San Joaquin val- 

There are three primary reasons 
why defoliation is suggested: first, 
to aid hand pickers; second, to in- 
crease the efficiency of mechani- 
cal pickers; and third, to assist 
in obtaining cleaner seed cotton. 

The time of application of de- 
foliants is also important. Ap- 
plicatons made before the majori- 
ty ofsthe bolls are 30 days old 
will result in loss of yield and 
quality due to immaturity. This
